10 GIVE AUTO DELIVERY 


No Contention Over That—Only Question Being Con- 
troversy Between Two Atlanta After- 


noon Papers. 


Editor Constitution: I notice that 
considerable is being said by all of the 
Atlanta newspapers about sending their 
papers down the Georgia road for de- 
livery by automobile, and that the 
United States government's mail was 
sent the same way. It was quite a 
unique undertaking, and, to settle a 
controversy, I would like to know 
who really sent out the first auto- 
mobtle with papers and federal mail 
when the Georgia railroad stopped 


business on account of the strike.

The answer is very simple. The first 
automobile that ‘left Atlanta after the 
Georgia railroad strike with papers 
and federal mail for delivery along 
the line was The Constitution’s auto- 
mobile, a Lambert, driven by W. S. Mc- 
Neal, Jr. of the Southern Auto .and 
Equipment Company. 

When tbe Georgia ratiroad cenged to 
operate its trains on account of the 
strike, Mr. J. L. Brwin, manager of 
The ~ Constitution’s circulation, § ar- 
ranged at once to deliver The Conasati- 
tution by special automobile trips, and, 
last Monday megrning, Mr. McNeal left 
Atlanta equipped with papers for Con- 
stitution subscribers along the route 
and that was the first Atlanta news- 


paper to undertake such delivery. 
As soon as the post | authorities 
\ 


saw that this means of transportation 
was not only safe, but prompt, and, 
seeing that the strike would probably 
last several days, special allowance, 
was made to have one of The Consti-| 
tution’s representative, sworn in as a 
mail clerk On this automobile. 

The Conastitutfons of last Monday 
were taken independent of the postal 
service, but on Tuesday morning the 
United States government mall service 
delivered papers in The Constitution's 
special automobile along the Georgia) 
railroad, as it has done dally since. 
The Constitution’s was the first mat} | 
automobile out of Atlanta, just as its 
delivery of papers was first, 

The other papers, seeing the efficacy 
of The Constitution's service, were 
prompt to follow, and, with the accus- 
tomed enterprise of the Atlanta news- 
papers, all three are now being de- 
livered along the line of the Georgia 
road by special automobile service. 
_Owr correspondent will note that 
none of the other Atlanta newspapers 
even clafm to have sent their papers 
out in this manner ahead of The: Con- 
stitution. They say that they, respec- 
tively, were “the first newspaper in 
the afternoon field” to do this, but none 


claims priority of the admitted enter- 
prise of The Constitution in sending

Soon half a dozen watchful commis- 
sioners were on their feet demanding 
to know if the objectionable sentences 
would stand, and thereby put the 
church on record as saying worship in 
the home is a thing of the past. Dr. 
Roberts, the stated clerk, made a quick 
correction, using the word, “neglected,” 
and trouble was avoided. 

Dr. S&S J. Nichols, of St. Louis, pre- 
sented the report of the committee on 
representation, carrying with it a plan 
for reducing the membership of the 
assembly. He declared business often 
is delayed and little accomplished in 
such large gathering as the present. 
The matter was passed over until to- 
morrow.

$5,000,000 EXTENSION 


For Carolina, Clinchfield and 
Ohio to Kentucky. 


Tenn., May 26.—It is learned 
that the .contract has just been let 
for the extension of the Carolina, 
Clinchfield and Ohio railroad, the new 
trunk line from the southwest. Vir- 
ginia coal-fields, to the south Atlantic 
seaboard, from Dante, Va., its present 
terminus, westward to Elkhorn _City, 
Ky. on tke Chesapeake and Ohio. The 
extension will probably cost in the 
neighborhood of $5,000,000, and the 
work will be prosecuted as rapidly as 
possible. It will necessitate the driv- 
ing of a tunnel through the Big Sandy 
ridge in western Kentucky at a, cost 
of $500,000. 

George lL. Carter is building the 
road, backed by eastern capitalists. 
When completed it will cost probably 
$35,000,000.

Pound Sack Leaps from 75 


Cents to the High Mark of 
One Dollar. 


The price of flour has gone sky-high 
and may still go higher. If the ad- 
vance in price continues as it has done 
for the past two or three months the 
first communication that the earth will 
have with Mars will be when the 
Martians sample our flour. 

The high price of flour is now a very 
serious question among those who 
have to purchase food products, and 
that means everybody. 

To show the tremendous and almost 
staggering advance in the price of 
flour it is only necessary to state that 
in January of this. year, only four 
months ago, flour in Atlanta was sell- 
ing at $65,60 a barrel, and now the 
price is $7.60, and the very lowest price 
is $7.40, when bought in five Darrel 
lots. That means an increase of $2 a 
barrel, or a little~-over 35 per cent. 

Speculation Probably the Couse. 

The Atlanta Milling Company states 
that this advance in the price of flour 
is due to the condition of the’ wheat 
market. Whether this condition is the 
result. of the recent speculations in 
wheat oannot be stated, but jt prob- 
ably has much to do with it. The ad- 
vance in the price of wheat, states the 
milling company, has caused the ad- 
vance in the price of flour. 

Flour has advanced in price in all 
cities throughout the country, and in 
Louisville,.where there are some of the 
biggest mills, the price is even higher 
than it is in Atlanta. 

Bringing the question more closely 
down to the consumer; the price of a 
24-pound sack of flour has risen on 
an average from 75 cents to $1. A 
few years ago 324 pounds of flour, 
which is now selling for $1, was worth 
only 65 cents. About twelve years ago 
the same flour solid for 58 cents. 

In other words, a family that uses 
uses 24 pounds of flour a week is now 
paying out about $25 a year more than 
it used to pay for this one commodity 
alone.

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EXPERT ON BOOKS 
OF PRISON BOARD 


Governor Said He Wanted 
‘“‘Certain Statements.’ 


Prison Commission’s Warrant 
Is Held Up Until Statements 
Are Secured—Reported Gov- 
ernor May Recommend Abo- 
lition of Commission. 


With a letter from Governor Hoke 
Smith, in which he stated he desired 
to secure “certain statements” from 
the books of the prison commission, a 
representative of the Joel Hunter Au- 
dit company went to the office of the 
commission vesterday, and saw Secre- 
tary Goodloe Yancey. 

Colonel Yancey turned all the books 
over to the expert and told him to 
help himself. 

What the “certain statements” are, 
no one knows, it seems, except the 
governor and the expert sent to se- 
cure them. 

The Joel Hunter comgany. is the 
same company that made a minute 
and detailed examination of the pris- 
on commission’s books and accounts 
during the legislative investigation of 
the penitentiary department. 

Warrant Held Up. 

In the meantime Governor Smith is 
holding-up certain warrants for which 
the prison commission has asked from 
its appropriation for general expenses, 
it being his purpose to secure these 
statements before signing the war- 
rants. 

It was stated at the office of the 
prison commission that the only war- 
rant it has secured since April !, was 
one for $2,800, to pay the salaries and 
expenses of indpectors and certain 
other emplovees for the month of 
April, 

The particular warrants which the 
commission wants are to meet run- 
ning expenses, [Including supplies for 
the state farm and the reformatory, 
practically from January ! to date. 

It is believed that one of the asatate- 
ments, at least. which the governor 
desires, relates to the expenditure of 
the money collected by the prison 
commission from the sale of cotton 
raised on the farm. 

How Board Spent Money. 

Under the law,the commission ex- 
pends this mone without turning it 
tnto the treasury, to meet farm, re- 
formatory and other expenses. 

It Is said the governor takes the 
view that the expenses in question 
should be met from this fund, though 
it is understood it has been expended 
in the operations of the department. 

Connected with the incident there is 
a repurt current at the capitol that 
Governor Smith is preparing to have 
something to say in his message to 
the legislature concerning the prison 
commission,

haven't gotten along any too smooth-

The hopes of the nigh®-befora, kept 
up through the day. had vantshed, end 
none of those who had been parties to 
the day’s many conferences. seemed 
to know where to turn next. 

It is understood Mr. Scott made a re- 
quest upon Governor Smith to issue a 
law-and-order proctamation addreseed 
to the people along the Georgia rafl- 
road, a draft of which Mr. Scott had 
prepared, but the governor dechned 
emphatically to do so. 

In the morning Genergi Manager T. 
K. Scott and Charles P. Neill, of the 
interstate commerce commission, werd 
In conference at the Ptedmort hotel. 
At its conclusfon both dectined toa 
make any statement. 

Nefll Recommends Conference. 

It ts reported upon good authorfty, 
however, thet Mr. Neffi expressed him- 
self as favorable to the acceptance on 
the part of Mr. Scott to the pian of ar- 
bitrary conference, which has been 
suggested by Governor Smith and At- 
torney General John C. Hart. namely, 
the appofntment by each side of three 
Georgians to consider~ the conditions 
and recom pilin Hf 

It is, stated however, that whtle Mr. 
Scott has not directly refused to ae- 
cede to this plan, still he has not ac- 
cepted, nor has he intimated that he 
would. 

Following Mr. Scott*’s conference 
with Mr. Neill he. in company with 
Major Joseph B. Cumming and Judge 
John S. Candler. conferred with Gov- 
ernor Smith and Attorney General 
Hart. 

Likewise, nothing to give out, was 
the report following ‘the conclusion of 
this conference. 

Netll Sees Governor. 

In the afternoon Governor Smith had 
a jong conference with Mr. Neill and 
while there was, of course, nothing 
definite as the result of their discus- 
sion, it is reported that the meeting 
was a very pleasant one, and that the 
governor and Mr. Neill parted, each 
with a full understanding of the 
other’s viewpoint. 

But out of all this there came noth- 
ing. If there were hopeful signs in 
the morning, at night they had van- 
ished. 

Scott Seems Determined. 

Report has it that General Manager 
Scott has practically refused to cqgn- 
sider any basis of settlement that 
does not permit recognition of the 
seniority of certain negro firemen. He 
has taken a position in which, it ts 
paid, he feels he is right, and, while 
not refusing outright to enter into @

Brown House, Macon, Ga., May 26.— 
(Specital.)—When B. P. O'Neal, one of 
the directors of the Exchange Bank, 
and one of the receivers at present, 
swore on the witness stand this morn- 
ing in the trial of J. W. Cabaniss that 
the accused head ‘of the stranded insti- 
tution had paia every dollar the bank 
had in ciaims against him, had taken 
up every note and settled every account 
that could be found, paying in more 
than $40,000 in cash, there was a de- 
cided expression of surprise on the 
faces of the crowds attending the trial. 

O’Neal for State. 

Mr. O'Neal was a witness for the 
state, and appeared in the morning 
along with four other former directors 
as witnesses. A. L. Adams, A. D. Scho- 
field, H. C. Lukenbill and M. Hi. Taylor 
were the other four men. Sclicitor 
General Grace sought in each investi- 
gation to draw from the witness that 
Cabaniss was in exclusive control of 
the affairs of the bank, and haq stated 
each time that the bank had earned 
the funds with which the dividends 
were paid. In each casé, 
Lukenbill swore that the bank had not 
earned the amount paid in dividends, 
and stated that the surplus fund was 
not there in 1906. 

Attorney Joe Hall offered numerous 
objections, and questioned every direc- 
tor on the stand as to whether he had 
pait back to the bank the money that 
had been set to his credit in the divi- 
den. account. No money had been paid 
back.

Deadlock in Illinois 
Finally Broken. 


Election Is the Result of Coali- 
tion of Democratic Assem- 
blymen and Anti-Hopkins 
Republicans — Charges of 
Lobbyism Made in House. 


Springfield, IIl., 


May 26.—Congress- 
man William Lorimer, of the sixth 
congressional district, was elected 
United States senator today by the 
joint session of the general assembly, 
and the long contest over the senator- 
ship was closed. 

The election of a junior senator to 
represent Illinois in the upper house at 
Washington came about through a co- 
alition of democratic assemblymen and 
the anti-Hopkins republicans. The hall 
of representatives, through the hours 
preceding the close of the deadlock, 
was crowded with a host of politicians. 
Strong efforts were made by former 
Senator Hopkins’ aids to head off the 
break to Lorimer, but they were un- 
availing. 

It was the dramatic last act of the 
deadlock which has dragged _ since 
January 20. 

Wild Cheers at Decision. 

The vote of Mr. Shurtleff, the eighty- 
ninth representative to vote for Lori- 
mer, made the hundred and first vote. 
the vote which made the election of 
Lorimer absolute. Two houses mem- 
bers did not vote—Daley and Hope— 
and, with Senator Schmitt absent, the 
total voting strength of the joint ses- 


; Sion was 200, 50 in the senate and 150 


in the house, 

Wild cheers filled the hall when the 
decision was announced. Before the 
anncuncement of the ballot, Senator 
Potter changed his vote from Hopkins 
to Lorimer. 

While the roll call of the house was 
progressing and Minority Leader 
Browne was explaining his vote, Rep- 
resentative Chipperfield objected to the 
presence of former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor W. A. Northcutt on the floor of 
the house. A seene of confusion fol- 
lowed, and Chipperfield left his seat, 
apparently to enforce the rule, while 
several policemen sought to quell the 
excitement. 


Invokes Rules of Hoase. 

Making his objection, Representative 
Chipperfield shouted: 

“I invoke the rules of the house.” 

Repeated blows of the gavel brought 
order, or its semblance, and the rule 
permitting ex-state officers the privi- 
lege of the floor was read. 

Representative Shahan declared that 
the objection should huve been to ex- 
State officers lobbying on the floor of 
the house, and not to their mere pres- 
ence. Mr. Browne then proceeded with 
his explanation. 


Lobbying on the Floor. 

When Chipperfield first called at- 
tention to the presence of Ex-Lieuten- 
ant Governor Northcott on the floor 
Mr. Northcott stepped into the demo- 
cratic cloak room and was escorted 


from it by a house policeman to the 
dcor. 


Mr. Northcott is one of the chief 
lieutenants for former Senator Hop- 
Kins and had charge of much of Hop- 
Kins’ campaign.

I had hoped for that additional 
term in order that I might have the 
time to urge upon the congress of the 
country this great and much-needed 
development of the Mississippi valley, 
but you gentlemen here today have 
brushed aside the need of a reelection 
to congress. You have ma@e it un- 
necessary for another campaign and 
another election. You have given me 
a service of six years in the high 
branch of the congress of the United 
States and, let me say to you today, 
that, with your aid, at some time dur- 
ing the life of. this genéral assembly, 
you and I, during my service in the 
senate, will live to see the day when 
the great project of a waterway from 
the lakes to the gulf will be on its 
way to completion.” 

History of Lorimer. 

Although William Lorimer’s progress 
in politics has been steady and con- 
sistent from the time when he began 
securing city contracts for his term of 
contractors to today, when he was 
elected to the United States senate, he 
never can be president, for he was born 
in England. 

Mr. Lorimer'’s biography in the con- 
gressional directory is one of the brief- 
est—about 60 words—and omits to 
mention that he first saw light in 1861. 
At the age of 5 he was brought to this 
country by his parents. At the «ge of 
12 he worked as a sign painter's ap- 
prentice. Later he labored at the stock 
yards, of which, in after days, he was 
known as the “Boss.” Next he gath- 
ered nickels on a street car. Mean- 
while he had become a political factor, 
He became a contractor, was called the 
“hlonde boss" in the news»vapers, and 
was counted on to deliver the packing 
house district to the republican ticket,

CLIMAX IS REACHED Ih 
PERMANENT ORGANIZATION  § 


What the Pathfinders’ Be- 
tween the Cities of Atlanta 
and Macon and Fitzgerald 
Saw—The Crusade for Good 
Roads Is Now Well Under 
Way. 


BY SAMUEL W. DIBBLE. 

This is the first authoritative and 
coherent account of the climax of the 
tidal wave for good roads in Georgia, 
inaugurated 10 days ago by The Con- 
stitution, and which. reached a working 
basis Monday evening at an overfiow 
meeting in the Macon courthouse, when 
resolutions were unanimously passed 
creating a permanent incorporated body 
to administer the details of the $8,000 
prize road-building contests inaugu- 
rated by The Constitution and to mold 
into consecutive channels future efforts 
at road improvement in all Georgia, 
from Florida to the Tennessee line. 

, And the condensed pith of the story, 
which should be accurately recorded at 
the outset, is that: 

A new and amazing epoch in the in. 
dustrial and commercial history of 
Georgia will be dated from Monday 
and Tuesday of thia week, the. days 
when The Constitution galwanised mid- 
dle and south Georgia into militant 
and concentrated interest in the pre- 
eminent issue of linking town to town, 
and county to county into a magnif-| 
cent system of good roads, passable 


from year’s eud to year’s end. 

This is, broadly speaking, the net re-| 
sult of the expeditions of The Constt-| 
tution’s pathfinders, as the widely sep-) 
arated parties plunged their way from 
Atlanta southward to Macon, via Grif-' 
fin, Barnesville and Forsyth, and north-, 
ward from Macon, via Forsyth, Jack-|! 
son and McDonough, to Atlanta; and, ' 
simultaneously, northward from Fitz-. 
gerald to Abbeville, thence to Hawkins- | 
ville, thence to Perry and thence on) 
into Macon. | 

It is difficult for a person not privi-' 
leged to be a passenger on either one| 
6f these expeditions to conceive the! 
impressive focalizing of every element 
of population in Georgia upon a sub- 
ject intimately connected with the un- 
derlying prosperity of the state. 

Dramatic features in the history of 
these two days are plentiful. The un- 
precedented aspectacie of automobiles 
occupied by some of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Georgia whizzing 
through the state at express train 
speed, all bent on the common cause) 
of adding another great wealth-making 
factor to Georgia's assets, is unique 
enough in its way. 

That is the least significant aspect. 
The impression that is uppermost in 
the minds of the several scores of Geor- 
gians who made these trips, is. the 
alert and determined attitude of. coun- 
ty ana municipal officials, the intense 
seriousness of merchants and farmers 
and bankers and day iaborers, all con- 
verged upon the coming task of trans- 
forming indifferent roads into good 
roads, good roads into perfect roads, all 


to the end of making it possible for 
the farmer whe supports prosperity 
im Georgia to reach his markets at a 
fraction of the present cost, and to link 
community with community. 

Every speech at every meeting place 
emphasized this note. None of the 
speakers, most of them plain business 
men, were concerned over good roads 
for automobiles. Their main anxiety 
was in behalf of the man, who, with 
oné mule or one ox, or two mules or 
two oxen, must now lumber with a 
small load over heavy roads, with tre- 
mendous wear and tear upon his equip- 
ment. Each utterance, from Fitz- 
gerald to McDonough, whatever its 
source, had in view making easter the 
lot of this man, the backbone of de- 
velopment and industry in Georgia, the 
making it possibile for him to accom- 
plish in half the time, and with half 
the effort, the work he is doing in the 
van Of Georgia's progress.

HOLD FIRST SESSION 


Septic Sewers Discussed 
in Afternoon. | 


~ 


Severhl Important Resolutions 
Are To Be Acted Upon. 
Near Beer Tax'Question Will 
Come Up. 


Columbus, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)— 
The subject of sewerage and sanita- 
tion was the live feature before the 
League of Georgia Municipalities on 
the opening day's session of this, its 
eighth annual convention. 

About one hundred mayors, alder- 
men, city engineers and other officia's 
are present, and the papers and dis- 
cussion, which are on practical lines, 
are full of life and vigor. The con- 
vention was called to order at the 
court house this morning, the court- 
room being a veritable flag garden. 

Mayor Rhodes Browne, of Columbus, 
gave an address of welcome, responded 
to by Mayor R. R. Martin, of Dawson. 
The annual address of the president, 
Mayor J. L. Fincher, of Fort Valley, 
and the report of the secretary, John 
A. Benjamin, of Albany, followed. 

Afterneon Seasston. 

When the afternoon § session  con- 
vened, following an elaborate luncheon 
at the Muscogee Club, City Engineer 
W. C. Campbell, of Columbus, read a 
fine paper on modern sewerage meth- 
od. A splendid paper by W. F. Bruner, 
health officer of Savannah, on the sub- 
ject of organized sanitation and dis- 
ease prevention, was read by Alderman 
F. C. Battey, of Savannah, Dr. Bruner 
being unable to attend in person. He 
said that twenty years of organized 
sanitation had accomplished substan- 
tial results in Savannah, a'thoush 
there is much yet to be done. Dr. 
Bruner said that in many of the 
smaller towns of the state professional 
jealousy on the part of physicians and 
radical differences in the diagnosis of 
diseases often permittea the contin- 
uance of disease, when it could . be 
stamped out promptly by vigorous and 
united effort. 

Sewerage systems for small towns 
was discussed at length. a portion of 
the convention, headed by City En- 
gineer Barnett, of Athens, thought that 
the streams of the state should by ail 
means be kept uncontaminated, and 
wanted to memortalize the legislature 
on that subject througn the state 
board of health. Mayors of some of 
the smallef towns said that they could 
not afford septic tanks and other cost- 
ly apparatus and that they were forced 
to dump their sewage into creeks and 
rivers. 

Near Beer Question. 

Several important resolutions are to 
be acted on tomorrow, including a 
recommendation that municipalities 
throughout the state, without excep- 
tion, tax the near beer business. 

Late in the afternoon the delegates 
were guests of the Columbus Railroad 
Company in a car ridé over the city.

Hon. F. A. Quillian De- 
livers Interesting 
Address.

The diplomas were presented by Hon, 
BE. W. Martin, president of the training 
school, and the-class pins were deliver- 
fed by Hon. F. O. Foster. Hon. F. A. 
Quillian, the well-known lawyer, de- 
livered the annual address. 

“T congratulate you this evening,’ 
said Mr. Quillian in opening his ad- 
dress, “that you have reached this 
goal of your ambition. You go forth 
as angels of mercy to sO0oth the pain 
and suffering, heal.the sick, comfort 
those in distress and administer to 
those whe must die.” 

Mr. Quillian emphasized the increase 
in the power, work and influence of 
women in all lines of the world’s work 
today. He declared that while Georgia 
was doing much in the way of higher 
education for its boys, the state has 
done nothing, practically, for the sup- 
port and maintenance of an institution 
for the higher education of its girls.

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FOR AND AGAINST FREE LUMBER. 


The vote in the senate on the lumber schedule indicates that the ques- 
tion of a duty or no duty on that product is one rather of personal and 
individual opinion than of party politics. 

Ten democrats and fifteen republicans voted for free lumber: seventeen 
democrats and thirty-nine republicans voted for the rate of duty in the 
senate bill, which had been- reduced below that fixed by the house. 

Similar division has appeared and will, no doubt, again before tariff legis- 
lation has been concluded. 

Analysis of the vote but brings conviction of the truth of what we have 
before pointed out: -That while the general tariff policy of the nation is a 
subject of political determination, when that policy is once decided the ques- 
tion of particular schedules becomes, in large measure, one of business view- 
point. ; 

And, further, carrying out the argument logically, when the national tariff 
policy is definitely settled, there should be, as nearly as possible, equal dis- 
tribution of its benefits and its burdens in accordance with the interests of 


the country’s various sections. 
There should not be all of protection for one set of states and all of 


free trade for another. 

In connection with the lumber schedule, Maryland presents a situation 
somewhat similar to that in Georgia. Senator Rayner, of that state, voted 
for free lumber; Senator Smith for the senate duty—both being democrats. 
Similarly, the Georgia senators were divided, Senator Clay standing for 
free lumber and Senator Bacon for a revenue tariff; and so stood Senators 
Frazier and Taylor, of Tennessee, the former for free lumber, the latter for 
the tariff. . 

Upon the lumber tariff the democrats were divided in much the same 
proportion as were the republicans. It is, particularly in view of the de- 
termination reached as to the national policy, a question with tWo sides to 
it and each has its argument, upon which it looks as convincing. 

It must be concluded, therefore, that the critics who have aspersed the 
attitude of democratic senators upon this and schedules similarly involved 
have gone off rather half-cocked. 

On the face of it, and with the added evidence of the vote, it looks 
like a plain business proposition which is easily susceptible of two thoroughly 
honest and conscientious views. 

In common with all thinking, conservative citizens, we shall continue to 
look at the matter in that Nght until there is presented to the contrary some- 
thing much more positive and substantial than anything their critics heve 


yet been able to urge against them. 
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DIVIDENDS FROM PLAYGROUNDS. 


One of the most remarkable and encouraging signs of the times is the 
manner in which municipalities throughout America have adopted the “play-

In New York the idea is so firmly rooted in public policy that the city 


goes tO extraordinary expense, rather than curtail the wide green oases 
where tired men, women and little children may refugee from the summer's 
heat, and recruit their energies for the demands of bread-winning. 

The movement has spread westward, also, taking on especial popularity 
in Chicago. Discussing the inadvisable policy of postponement in establish- 
ing such institutions, The Chicago Record-Herald says: 


“Parks and playgrounds must be provided” is the settled convic- 
tion of our times. There is no poss ibility that there may be too many 
of them, but there is reason enoug h to regret that present conditions 
were not anticipated years ago. 5 maller cities, however, can profit by 
the experience of the larger ones, and it will be inexcusable in them if 
they fail to take the lessons of th at experience to heart. Meanwhile, 
the larger cities must atone for th eir old mistakes as best they cah, 
and establish parks and pl®ygrou nds wherever they are needed.

Credit should be given to the Associated Charities for the initiative, so 
far as playgrounds pure and simple are concerned. The'officials of this 
organization headed the movement to induce the board of education to rive 
over specified school premises during the summer to recreation purposes, 
@ practical utilizing of the city’s property that could not be improved upon. 

In the matter of small parks, also, sentiment in Atlanta is militant and 
intelligent. The sensible tendency is to scatter them through the residence 
districts, where they will be easy of access in the iptervals between visits 
to the suburban resorts. 

As The Record-Herald says, “there is no possibility that there can be 
too many” of these playgrounds and parks. 

Every plot the city dedicates to this purpose is an investment from 
which we may expect the eventual returns of dividends incalculable. 


EXTENDING THE WAREHOUSE PLAN. 


Evidence is accumulating rapidly of the probable effective development 
of the Farmers’ Union warehouse plan in time to participate in the handling 
of this year’s cotton crop. 

At the Memphis meeting, in which nineteen state unions were represented, 
an organization was planned to include 200 warehouses and steps were taken 
looking to the erection of a million-dollar central warehouse in that city.

CHARGES NAMED 


Also Want Counsel; De- 
cline to Appear 
Otherwise. 


There was no hearing of the charges 
against Attorneys Chas. J. and Jesse L 
Moore before the grievance committee 
of the Atlanta Bar Association yester- 
day, as set down. 

Messrs. Moore appeared before the 
committee with a typewritten state- 
ment, in which they declined to ap- 
pear before this committee until the 
exact charges against them were spe- 
cified: until their friends, who hed 
volunteered as counsel for them, would 
be admitted to conduct their case; un- 
til United States Judge W. B. Shep- 
pard agreed to be present, too, and un- 
til it was agreed that the hearing 
should be public and not private. After 
furnishing this statement the attorneys 
withdrew. The hearing was set for 
the offices of Attorney Linton C. Hop- 
kins, at No. 1003 Empire building, for 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock. At 
fhat time Chas. J. Moore was fll, and 
the hearing went over unt!l Wednes- 
day afternoon, at 2:20 o'clock. It was 
at this time the action taken by the 
young lawyers who are to be investi- 
gated took place. 

Afterwards Mr. Hopkins was seen 
and declined to make any statement in 
regard to future procedure, stating 
the matter would be reported to the 
executive committee of the Atlanta Bar 
Association, of which Attorney W. D. 
Ellis is chairman, today, and, until 
something came from the Atlanta Bar! 
Association, nothing would be given 
out for publication in regard to the 
refusal of the Moores to come into the 
investigation. ; 

On May 19 the Moores received a let- 
ter from the grievance committee of 
the Atlanta Bar Association, signed by 
L. C. Hopk ns and BH. E. Pomeroy, notf- 
fying them the date for the hearing 
was set for Tuesday afternoon. In 
this letter it was stated the commit- 
tee had received a letter from Attor- 
ney Malvern Hill, stating that he and 
others would have charge of the 
Moores’ case, and asking that a date be 
fixed for the hearing, and, In addftion 
it be made public. 

This committee reported to the 
Moores that the rules of the associa- 
tion containell no authority for this 
request, and they were both declined 
The letter concluded: “The hearing 
therefore, will be pri¥ate; no one be- 
ing present except our committee, your. 
selves, the stenographer and such wit- 
nesses as you may desire to examine.’ 

It was in reply to this letter the 
Moores addressed the grievance com- 
mittee, and declined to appear before 
the committee or take any part fn the 
proceedings. 

In a lengthy communication they 
first insist that they be put on notice 
as to the offense upon which they are 
to be tried. Next they insist upon “a 
basic principal of our form of gov- 
ernment—that people charged with 
offenses have a right to appear by 
counsel, who may speak in their de- 
fense.” 

Then they demand the presence of 
Judge Sheppard, saying “nothing could 
correct the wrong done us by this man 
but a public hearing, where the gentle- 
men of the bar who would speak for 
us might examine Judge Sheppard per- 
sonally and let the facts be given to 
the public, that they might judge for 
themselves of the merit or demertts of 
the case.” 

Further on they reiterate thefr 
statement that they have nothing to 
hide, and would gladly appear before 
the committee, the objections stated 
being overcome. 

It is recalled this investigation grew 
out of the attachment issued with 
Moore & Moore, as counsel, against 
United States Judge W. B. Sheppard 
where it was allewed that the bafliffs 
who served the attachment piled prac 
tically all of Judge Sheppard's house- 
hold effects, children’s toys, etc., tmto 
the waiting wagon, despite the fact 
that Mrs. Sheppard offered to write a 
check in settlement for the amount. 

Attorneys Moore deny that they 
authorized a levy on anything other 
than that property which belonged to 
Judge Shepard, naming specifically his 
automobile. 

Judge Sheppard was visiting Atlanta 
at the time, and is now out of the city

WARM FIGHT WAGED 
FOR BETTER RATES 


Citizens of Columbus Claim 
They Are Paying Too Much 
For Electricity and Gas. 


There is a warm fight in progress 
before the raflroad commission over 
the question of the rates charged the 
people of Columbus for electricity and 
gas, by the Columbus Railroad Com- 
pany in the former case and the Gas 
Light Company of Columbus in the 
latter. 

The city, the Board of Trade and the 
Consumers’ Association of Columbus 
are the complainants against the com- 
panies named. 

R. A. Philip, electrical engineer for 
the railroad company, called by the 
complainants, was the first witness 
yesterday. Among other things he 
claimed that if the rates were reduced 
to the extent the people of Columbus 
wanted them it would reduce the com- 
pany’s income from electric current 56 
per cent. 

George J. Baldwin, of Savannah, one 
of the large stockholders in these Co- 
lumbus concerns, was questioned as to 
their ffnancial status. It was brought 
out that the old Columbus Power Com- 
pany was purchased for $1,000,000, and 
that subsequently $1,375,000 bonds and 
$250,000 in notes were issued against 
it. Mr. Baldwin stated the excess 
went into improvements, some of 
which he detailed. 

It was -testified that the Columbus 
Electric Company, which owns the 
railroad and gas companies, pays a 
dividend of 6 per cent. Mr. Baldwin 
was asked to explain how this com- 
pany could pay such dividend if im is 
true, as claimed, that its dependent 
companies are making no money. He 
replied that this was largely due to 
the fact that the electric company 
owns a large proportion of the bonds 
of the other companies upon which the 
dividends are paid. 

Cc. W. Mizel, Walter A. Curtis, George 
Walton, T. W. Smith and John C. Coart, 
well-known citizens of Columbus, all 
went on the stand and gave testimony 
as to the rates charged, asserting they 
were too high and giving their reasons 
why. 

When the commission adjourned Ex- 
pert Woy, employed by the city of 
Columbus to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the affairs of these com- 
panies was on the stand. 


ADEL PETITIONS 
FOR LOWER RATES 


Claims Right to Same Basis a3 
Valdosta, Thomasville and 
Other Towns. 


The board of trade of Adel, an enter- 
prising and thrifty community of 2,000 
population, stiuated in Berrien county 
at the junction of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida and South Georgia rail- 
roads, yestérday filed a petition with 
the ratiroad commission asking for 
lower freight rates for that place. 

Adel has two railroads and is there- 
fore, a competitive or junction point. 
On this and other grounds which are 
set forth in the petition the board of 
trade of Adel claims that place is 
clearly entitled to freight rates on the 
seme basis as Quitman, Vaidosta, Moul- 
trie and Thomasville, all situated in 
that section of the state. - 

For example, the petition cites the 
fact that cotton is carried from Adel 
to Savannah for 38 cents, while it is 
' earried from Quitman to Savannah, 
right through Adel, for 33 cents. This, 
it considers, an unjust discrimination. 

Rates are also given on other pro- 
ducts showing similar differences. The 
petition further states that if more 
equitable freight rates can be secured 
for Adel, a large wholesale grocery 
company is assured to that place.

Chief Justice James R. Dowdell, to- 
wards the end of the short session, an- 
nounced that four hours had been as- 
signed lawyers of both sides for their 
argument tomorrow morning. The 
hearing will be concluded with speech- 
es of counsel at 12 o'clock, noon to- 
morrow, when the. supreme \court will 
take the entire case under advisement, 
to render their decision at some later 
date. 5 

When the testimony had ended this 
afternoon, at 4:30 o*’ctock, it was found 
that a total-of 78 witnesses had been 
examined in the three,days, 48 for the 
defense and 30 for the state. It but 
shows: the. intense interest in the im- 
peachment proceedings and the expense 
that will be entailed upon one side or 
the other. Some say that the costs of 
the trial will run up to $5,000.

COTTON MADE BREAK 
LATE IN THE SESSION 


Profit Taking and Liquidation 
Were Causes of the De- 
cline—Spot Quiet. 


New York, May 26.—A strong ad- 
vance in the cotton market, on bullish 
weather and crop services, was fol- 
lowed by quite a sharp break in the 
liat trading and the close was barely 
steady, net 9 points lowed to 3 points 
higher, the more active new crop 
months being net unchanged to 7 point 
lower. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1@4 points and during the 
early session sold about 6 to 8 points 
net higher on somewhat better cables 
than expected and the heavy rains re- 
ported in eastern and central! sections 
of the belt. There were numerous 
crop complaints from points in the 
Mississippi valley, based upon exces- 
sive moisture, gra&ssy fields and dam- 
age from overflows, but after show- 
ing the advance noted prices gradually 
eased off under realizing for over the 
approaching holidays and the govern- 
ment report. There was, however, no 
aggressive short selling in the face 
of unfavorable crop news and shortly 
after midday the market had a very 
sharp advance, following a private 
conditionw report showing a reduction 
of 5 per cent in acreage and an aver- 
age condition of only 83.2 per cent. 
October contracts sold at 10.97 and 
December at 10.98 on this bulge, or 
about 9 to 11 points net higher, and 
within a couple of points of the high 
record for the season. Later offerings 
were heavy, although they continued 
to be chiefly in the way of precau- 
tionary profit taking and July liqui- 
dation, and the market broke 10 points 
or more from the best points in conse- 
quence. Southern spot markets offi- 
cially reported early were generally 
unchanged. One of the private condi- 
tion reports issued during the day 
Placed the condition at 77.1 per cent 
and claimed an increase of 84-100 of 
1 per cent in acreage.

The action of Reading was 
Suggestive of results that might fol-' 
low from concerted attack on the mar-! 
ket after an extensive speculation and 
chilled the ardor of buyers of stocks. 
It was supposed that some closing up 
of speculative accounts was prompted 
by the belief that the authorities 
would decide to close the stock ex- 
change on Saturday, as well as on 
Monday next, which latter is Decora-' 
tion day holiday. The speculation in- 
clined to wait anyhow on the next 
governmental report on condition of 
the grain crops, which is not due un- 
til June 7. Outside news was of very’ 
little effect on the market. Announce-' 
ment was made with some impressive- 
ness of the agreement between the 
Hill and Harriman interests for the 
joint use of Northern Pacific tracks 
beyond Tacoma and the importance of 
the agreement as guarding against fu- 
ture invasion of each others’ territo- 
ries by these giant railroad forces was 
dwelt upon with some  ostentattion. 
Coupled with this announcement was 
one that E. H. Harriman had made 
his last intended visit to his office be- 
fore his departure for Europe in June.’ 
The failure of this announcement to 
stir a ripple in the market was siz- 
nificant of the dormant spirit of the 
speculation, and confirmed the traders 
in their abstention from operating. A 
lively speculation in copper industrials 
abroad resulted from the condition of 
trade, but New York cop- 
pers were unresponsive. The break 
in the price of wheat was equally 
without influence on stocks. Crop 
news, in fact, continued rather unfa- 
vorable, as was witnessed by the later 
rally in the price of wheat. 

Bonds were irregular; total 
par value, $3,362,000. tCnited 
bonds were unchanged on call.
